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Report of the Board of Health 


The first contageous disease to be reported to the Board of 
Health was that of measles reported March 2, 1910, which was 
followed in close succession by twenty others, none of which were 
fatal. } 

May 19, 1910, a case of scarlet fever was reported, but with 
quick action and careful attention there was no spread of the dis- 
ease. Such assistance as was necessary, and which the law re- 
quired, was given the family, and the home thoroughly disinfected 
at the close of the disease. 

The Board of Health heartily commend the action of the 
School Board in installing drinking fountains in the Central schoo! 
building. There should be built a connecting culvert between the 
school and the Fire Station, and this low land filled with sanitary 
filling from time to time, and when this is done the sanitary con- 
ditions in and about the school will be first-class.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


of the Fire Department 


In submitting this report, we feel that we can say that the 
Department is in as good condition as in former years, and in re- 
viewing the good work it has done during the past year it may 
net be too much to say that it is in better shape to combat with the 
fires that are liable to come at any time, than ever before. 

The past year has been rather an expensive one financially, 
but it is impossible to keep the apparatus properly equipped for 
husiness without using more money some years than others. In 
the past year there have been purchased 1,200 ft. of hose to partly 
replace the old that had got to be unsafe for use with the high 
water pressure. ‘here have also been some needed repairs done 
to two of the Fire Houses and they are now in good condition. 
It may not be out of place at this time to mention the fact that the 
interior of Lose 2 house should be repaired so that it may be kept 
warm during the winter so that the chemical extinguishers may 
be kept there without freezing. 

There has been quite a loss by fire the past year. There was 
one set of buildings totally destroyed and another very badly 
burned, but by good work on the part of the Department both 
fires were coufined to the buildings in which they started. The 
members of Hose 3 were very much handicapped at the fire at 
Georges Mills on account of low water pressure, but they did good 
work in keeping it from spreading. During the year the fires have 
been as follows:

To THe INHABITANTS OF THE ScHoOoL District or SUNAPEE: 


“As time goes on it takes more hard work to keep the schools 
up to the high grade of efficiency that the committee requires. In 
this, we are ably supported by our principal and her faithful corps 
of teachers. 

It is very gratifying to see the unusual interest taken in the 
schools by the parents, and we sincerely hope that many more may 
visit the sessions of the school and feel at liberty to give helpful 
suggestions to those who have the schools under their supervision. 

During the year there have been several changes in the per- 
sonnel of our teaching force. Last spring term Mrs. Eva Galucia, 
who has taught so credibly in our schools for several years, owing 
to illness, was compelled to give up her work, much to the regret 
of her many friends. Her place was taken by Miss Lillian Harris 
of Salem, Mass. The teacher of our sixth and seventh grades, 
Miss Myra Huckins, tendered her resignation at the close of the 
Spring term. Miss Ilarris was prevailed upon to fill this vacancy 
and Mrs. Mabel Kempton was procured to fill the vacancy caused 
by the changing of Miss Harris. Mrs. Melanie Felech Trow, the 
principal’s assistant, also resigned at the close of the school year 
and Miss Jane Copp of Cambridge, Mass. took her place. Miss 
Emma Stanley, teacher at Georges Mills, resigned after one year’s 
work and Miss Mildred Conner, for several years a resident of 
Sunapee, is giving good satisfaction. Miss Effie Gardner, our 
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teacher at South Sunapee last year, declined to accept a re-election 
and Miss Sadie Lovejoy, our teacher at No. 6, was transferred to 
fill that vacancy. Miss Alice M. Rowell was procured to fill the 
vacancy caused by the changing of Miss Lovejoy. 

A special school meeting was called to consider the advisa- 
bility of re-opening the Wendell school. But the Board, after 
considering the quality of school that could be given there at the 
best, deemed it would be exceedingly unwise to make any change 
in the present efficient arrangements. 

There has been a campaign of education carried on of late in 
magazines and papers regarding the unsanitary conditions of the 
drinking cup at all public places. Your committee, anticipating 
the change they felt would very soon be compulsory, installed two 
bubbling fountains, one on each floor, thus obliterating the un- 
healthy conditions existing at the drinking cup in the basement. 
Tt is practically certain at this writing, the present Legislature 
will pass a stringent law demanding this change. | 

Your committee in its last annual report, called attention to 
the inadaquacy of the hot-air heating plant. Your quick response 
to the suggestion has resulted in the installing of a first-class 
steam heating apparatus, giving excellent satisfaction in every way. 

Our equipment is now good in every particular and capable 
of doing good work, and we hope our boys and girls will find train- 
ing, not intellectual only, but moral that will qualify them for use- 
ful service in life. |
